Olds stopped him and said: "Mr. 
Weber, 1 hear you have been liiiiking 
for me ': " 

\\'eber replied angrily; "\Vlial do 
yon want of me ': " at the same time [lut- 
t iiig bis right hand inti I bis hip |ii)cket 
ami stepped aside a tew feel as if to get 
behind Old.s. 

.Sandy, perceiving the iii'iveiiioiit, 
whipped out a revolver in a I rice and 
shot, Weber behind the right ear. 

Weber fell dead oil the sidewalk, and 
Olds stood over his prostrate . .foi'in uiul 
tired till ce more bullets into ' his back 
and head. 

Olds in.mediatidy aui i eadereil to 
County Treasurer Hachency, who had 
stepped up to arrest him, Wcber'.s l e- 
iiiaiiis were taki'U to the morgue, where 
a large navy revolver and a lu ass weight 
were found in his pockets. It was the 
weight Weber reaelicd for when Olds 
killed him. 

Weber will not be mourned for by 
many, as a bigger villain than he pro- 
bably never infested the Northwest. He 
lirst saw llie light of day some thirty- 
six years ago at London, U., ttnd imme- 
of rcs])octal)le parents. While jot iu 
his locus he became involved in aslitxjt- 
iiig scrape with it negro, mid in order lo 
avoid thu penitentiary he came west to 
tlic plains of Luminic. !For a while hu 
fol lowed the poonpi^tiohi.of ' cowboy i arid 
tticn went to work as a bnikenian ou tho 
Union Pacilie railroad when it wna first 
built through that wild couutiy. Fin- 
ally Weber began to associate with gam- 
blers, and was soon a fiill-ili-dgi'd inein- 
ber of the fratcf lity. Ilo arrived in 
Poi-tland early iv: LSSl' with his family. 
Paul I'lihr accompanied liiin. They biul 
about. ?20, 000 each and opeiuled a faro 
game at the Cosmopolitan cornei- and 
did a thriving busincsM. Tlie city was 
crowded with adyeiitiirer.s iit the tiiiie 
and coin was pl.'nty and the gniiie won 
lots of money. I'aiil Fiilir found out 
that his partiuM-, Kiiiil Weher, was 
stealing from him, and that lie was 
bringing in men from the outside to 
beat tho game, drew out with quite a 
Biiug sum in .March, 18,S-1,^ ami 
retired for a year and u half lo lii» 
farm in Washiiigtmi county. Wcbei 
continued to iirosper and by the cud ol 
ISSfiwas v,-orth S7."i.lM)0. 'I'lie date of 
the beginning of his down fall was nn 
the 'J.'hd of Dccoiiibcr, ISyij, On thai 
(lute be had his celebrnteil poker game 
with W. W. Br.idy, u typical Western 
sport, who is at present a resident ot 
Seattle. Weber underto<ik to cleiiii tnr. 
Brady in a stinl poker game; but the 
latter, with the aid of a confcdorate 
turned tho tobies on Weher iiiul heat 
him out of :?li,(H)0 on one hand. Tin

Weber's reputation was- hurt willitb- 
Bporliiig fraternity. Ho lost a great 
deolof money in the year fnlloviiig ilii:

The freight train on the Pittsburg, 
McKeesport k. Vouhigheny Railway 
ran into a hindslido aiul wa.s wrecked, 
and Patrick Miskell, brakemun, was 
killed. This makes five deaths directly 
attributable to the Hood. 

EFFECTS or FRID.Vy'.S STOUM. 

Reports of damage by last night's 
storm ore coming in to-day from oil 
parts of Allegheny, and, in fact, from 
nearly every place in Eastern Ohio and 
Western Pennsylvania. The loss, how- 
ever, cannot be approximated at this 
time. CfO))3 were washed out, houses, 
fences ami trees along the banks of 
streams were swept .iway, and land- 
slides occurred on nearly ever; road 
leading out of Pittsburg. .So f, but 
tv\'o deaths from drowning have 1, n re- 
ported. Two children of Courad .',chief- 
er, aged 4 and 7 years respectively, of 
.Spring Garden borough, north of Alle- 
gheny, were swept away by the flood, 
and Mr, and Mi-s, .Scli».'fer narrowly es- 
caped the same fate. Their houses is 
located near the bank of Butcher's Run, 
the scene of the frightful disaster of fif- 
teen years ago, when twenty persons ■ 
were iii owued. When tho banks over- 
llowed last night the Scluefer liouso was 
moved from its foundation and the fam- 
ily left the house and sought shelter un- 
der .some trees. In running out of the 
house, the children, both girls, were 
caught by the current and carried away. 
Mrs. Scluefer became so frantic on see- 
ing her children in the run that she was 
swept into tho water, too, and was al- 
most drowned. .John Dougherty drowned 
at Fox Run in the same storm. John 
Cochencr was drowned in the ccdlar in 
the Butcher's Run district. The dam- 
age in this vicinity will reach If 50,000.

in perfeetinj; tile t iiterprisu by guarau 
teeing interest on one-half the cost of 
the road. / Tlicre will be no obligation 
imposed on the citj' to pay the capital 
sum; but the guarantee will enable the 
company to borrow tlie .'.unumt recpiired 
at a low(!r rate of intei'esl lliaii tlicy 
could iililain it under other ein-uni- 
stances.

Canada has ac<!prding to . ita popula- 
tion a very large mileage of railway. 

There u ere in the Dominion on the 30th 
of la-ii .liiiic I-J.TirJ nnles of fini.shud 
railw.iy and ."itD niore in (progress of 
construction. 'I'lie United .States had 
at the close of last year l,"),S,]7li miles 
of completed railway. Allowing that 
tlie i)opulation of the Dominion is five 
millions and that of the United .States 
sixty-tive millions, the proportion of 
railway to inhaliitants in thetwoc.ian- 
tries is as ncariy as iii.iy Ih- npial. lint 
when the e.'iteul of the ti-nitMi\ nf 

of the two countries is' taken into ihc 
calculation the' United Sta'tes is \ . ly far 
ahead of ( 'anaila. The cost of tliu rail- 
ways of the Dominion was .^7'J7, 1 .SO.-t-tS. 
This gi\-i's aboul .-Sl-I.") to each iiihalii 
fuit. 'I'he anioulil cintriliiited liv ^'ov- 
eriiments and municipalities towards 
these railways wos 8177,215,504. The 
IH ople of t'anada have thereforo- l>orno 
nearly oni^ fniu Lh of tlx? oxpense of coii- 
Htruclingthe railways of their countiy. 

The tola! i-ailway ' receipts in the l)( - 
minion last year weri> .-^-I'J, l.")'.l, iu.d 
the wording expenses were .r<:ill.li.VJ,(M(i. 
This leaves for prolit and ihe payment 
of intefest $Il,5()7,IOOor U per cent, on 
tlie total capital invested. If the rail- 
ways of Canada had been built by pri- 
vate enleriirise they would not liavc 
made llicir i-oiisi iiictors rich. Taking 
away the sums p.-iiil hy govi-rnnicnts ami 
municipalities the ruilroails of the |)i> 
minion would not liave paid the private 
investors last yea" 2* per cent. Hut al- 
though the railroads Iiave not jiaid in 
tlie sense of being investments, the bene- 
fits derived from tliem by ih,^ people ol 
Canada can hardly be ealcidated in dol- 
ars and cents. 'I'hey lia\e o|ien(til up 
new. C(uiiitry which would have re- 
mained in a wilderness state, and they 
have alFonlod the settled parts moans 
of water coinnninication which have 
been to thcin of incaleidahle vabie. 

It will seem Btrange to many thnt 
more than twice! tlie population of the 
country was carried on it.s railioails 
last year.- The number of posHengers 
-was 11,410,701, and the number of tons 
■ of freight 17.1 7'-',7.'i!i. When the work 
that tlie railways have done and the ad- 
vantages ilcriveil fidin Iheni liy (he pup- 
iilation of the country arc c-onHiilcreil, it 
seems n. pity that they have not paid 
better. Hut the tiuio is coming, wo 
have no doubt, ivlien railways in Canada 
%vill be belter property than they qre 
to-day. The country is gradually im- 
proving. Kvery y<!nr there will bo more 
and more for them to iloainl eonseciueiitly 
their earnings will go mi i i(M-easing. 
Of th(! (deveii millions of jia.sHengers 
carried on the Dominion railways last 
year, twenty wore killed. . This is at 
the rate of one out of every 570,000 
carried. It was Mark Twain, we think, 
who iiiu.lu a caloii'atioii that il was safer' 



prove his point. Tlu number of ca.su- 
altiou in .whi<;li piissengnrs lost tlitir 
lives appears to be small, but what they 
wore compared with those on railways 
cencrally, we have not the means of as- 
certaining at hand. The number of 
railway employes who lost their lives 
was 107, antl there were 104 "others" 
killed. 

THEHF.UEDITABY VlilNCIl'LE 
IN POLITICS. 

That the son of the late Minister of 
Railways sluaild bo chosen by the Con- 
servatives of (^ompton to represent them 
in the House of t'ommons is only natural. 
The respect and esteein which men en- 
tertain for tho father is, lo a certain ex- 
tent, inherited by tlio son. There is al- 
ways a pretlilection in favor of a good 
man's son, ami if he is at all worthy he 
has many advantages over men who 
have to make their way in the world nil 
aided by aiiee.Htral iircstige. And weili 
not feel inelined to say that this is not 
for tho good of .society generally. To 
make a good reputation, to leave a name 
which will be held in honor, is one of 
tho great incentives to well-doing. 
When a man knows that his children 
will he benetitted by his doing Ids <lutv 
well and faithfully, and that they will 
be injured by any evil deeds that he 
jnay commit, he has a great motive 
do right and to shtm evil. The fi 
tluit an eminent man's son is looked 
upon with resi)C(^t and contidence 
by his fellow citizens, and that they 
give hhn the preference to other men 
who 'in ,ovory other respect have as 
great claims' on the favor of the public 
may, and very likely does, stimulate a 
public man' to act in such a way as that 
his ehildriui may, for their father's sake, 
lie held in as liigh esteem. It was re- 
gard for .)ohn Uright that caused his 
son to be elected for ; Uirminghuui, and 
that made opposition to him futile; ami 
it is, :«o/ doubt, the grateful remem- 
brance of the' services of .l ohn Henry 
I'ope, the fatlier, that caused the f!omp- 
lon Conservatives to select Kufus I'opo, 
the .son, as their repieaentalive, though 
there may be Conservatives in the 
county who, if their own merits were 
alone considered, would liavo had the 
preference. 

Hut though this iiiipuleil goodness is 
a line thing to start with, it is si>on lor- 
cotten if il turns mil th;it the son 
has none of tlie estimable (pialities of 
the father. If John Henry I'ope's son 
does not pipve a faithful and an etficient 
rejiresentative of the electors of Com]>- 
toii, he will not he able very long to 
make capital out of his father's repiita- 
tifin. .Sooner or later In; will lie taki-n 
at his true value and treated accord- 
ingly, lint rcllecting people will not be 
at all disposed to quarrel witii those who 
show a partiality for the son of a man 
who has .served his. country 'long ami 
faithfully.

This is it s "Accepting the premises 
that it is scarcely possible to with- 
stand u natural law and prevent the ex- 
pansion of the white race oversueh rich, 
undevelo]ieil, sparsely po|iiilated ])ai-ts 
of the globe as are inhabited hy men of 
low orgnni/atioii, incapable of turning 
the resources of their country to proper 
account, then, I think, in this function 
alone ot educating tho savage and safe- I 
guarding his rights, missionaries per- 
form an important sen-vice to buuuinity 
at large, and for this end ahiiie thoy arc 
deserving of support and sympathy. " 

The supporters of missions generally 
will not agi-ee with Mr. .lohnstoii. They 
believe th.-it the niissifuiarv has soine- 
tliing liiLjhci- -iliil lietter to do than to 
loach tln^ licatlieii lo read and write am! 
to give them such inslrnetioii tiiat they 
will l>c able to become fairly good clerks, 
cooks, coopers and engineers. It is thoir 
conviction that the truths which .Mr. 
.Iidmston desjiiscs <ii- iiiakcs light of, are 
the lirst that should be inculcated, and 
if I his is lidiu- well and faitlifnllj- the 
oilier things which bo prizes so highly 
will bu added 08 a necessary consequence. 
The miasionai-y propaganda should, in 
their opinion, bo sonietliiiig hcttur than 
a kind of "school board for savages."

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The sni-eess of fiaci^'n mi.ssions has of 
lale years ln-cn dunlili-d, and this not liy 
sceptic's and infidels, hut by able and 
well-infonned iiiiiiiaters of religion. 
C'anon Taylor has diiicusscd the iiuestion 
with much cleverness and has adduced 
the facts which' led him to conclude that 
missions to the heathen have hitherto 
liecii a faihire. Ills articles liavi- pni-

.Mr. H. H.; Jbhnstoiiy.whOjWM.Ior 
years consul in Africa ami who, presuma- 
bly,haa8een niiichof missionary work, has 
taken part in the discus.sion. Mr. John- 
ston is (evidently not a religious man in 
Ihe ordinal y acceptance of the term 
"religious." He looks at missions fnnii 
all econoinii' point Jif view ehielly. He 
eiKjuiies into the etleel -they have on 
the social condition of the people among 
whom they are established. 

Many will bo shocked to lind that .\lr. 
.lohn.ston is of oiiiiiien that the acc-c|j|- 
ance of Christianity hy tlic heathen 
raccsdoc.•^ nul bring alioiil an.y very great 
eliaiigu in their moral.'). They sing 
hymns, they keep theSftbljath, and they 
are great sticklers for forms lind doc- 
trines. "I5ut it too often lla|)peiis. " he 
says, "that while llie negro rap- 
idly masters the rales and ri-gii- 
lalions, so to spf-ak, of I he Christian 
religion be still continues lo bo gi-oss, 
immoral, dishonest aiul deceitful." 
.\gain : "They (the missioniiries) may 
liavc sui-c-cedeil in turning their disci- 
ples into pi-. ile.ssiiig (Catholics, .•\iiglieaiis 
ni- I'.aptists, hill the iiii]iarlial oli.-scrvcr 
is Hiii-jjiiscil tn liiiil thai ailnllcry. 
drunkenness and lying are more appar- 
ent among' the inverts than among 
their heathen brethren!" Hb adds: "If 
tho ell'cct of ('liristian missions stoppi-i I 
here I should join iinhesit^itiiigly wiili 
those who rondeiiin the expcmliliire uj 
Ihitish iiKiiicy and Ihe lives nf Ihilisii 
men and M omeii in the evangelizing of 
savage races abroad when so much re- 
mains to be done to hotter the condition 
of o'lU' relapsed savages at home." But 
he fiiids the missionaries do good as 
eivilizoi-s. Ho does not believe thai the 
mi.s.sionaiy shonhl, like the .Icsiiils, the 
.S:il\ al ion .■\ i-iny solilii-rs and llic- .\la- 
liipiniiH.-ilaii iiiiHsiiiiiai ics aiiii|)i the liioiics 
of life of the lieatlicii among whom they 
labor. He is of opinion that the mis- 
sionary should live and dress like; a 
civilized man, and if he can all'ordil, 
keep his iioiiy carriage. His reason Inr 
this is that the savage is iniila- 
tivc; lie uill he apl In copy 
the ways of the eivilize<i iiiaii and will 
bucoino ambitious to possess the InxiirioH 
that the missionary enjoys. Hy form- 
ing new tastes and hy eiilerlaining new 
aspirations he gels his feiM on Ihe road 
lo u liigherlifo.and when he iiii'.kcs a start 
his progri-ss is often i-a|ii(i. "On iho 
gold coast," he says, "lho Uosol mis- 
sionaries of Switzerland have taught tho 
natives air mainiHr of useful trades, so 
tliat now Hie skilled and iiiiskillod hibm- 
of wliiti' iiii'ii is nil Idiiger needed in 
West .Vfiii-a. iinil its i,ln,-„ i:, .Hii|,),li,:a 
by the cli-i k,-. ciii,|ici.s, i-ar|,eiil its, en- 
gineers and cooks of the (iohl ('nasi. It 
is as pioneers of civilization that mis- 
sionaries arc in tho estimation of Mr. 
Jolmston most vah?ai)le. He lins a 
theory that degraded races will debase 
the piiresl and inosl reasonable of re- 
ligions-pervert il into a mere snperHti- 
ticn -and that it is only after lliey |n,.v,. 
become civilized llmt tln^y are capable nf 
compreheniliiig and practising |)ure 
C-liristiaiiity.
